Something About Doctors. 

“Kit” of the Mail and Empire has 
been writing in what one would call 
a woman’s way—none the less charm- 
ing for that—about an “august” pro- 
Aesculapius taken itself very seri- 
ously. 

“Why ‘young men crowd into the 
medical profession,” says Kit, is be- 
yond one’s thought. Of all profes- 
sions it demands most and pays least. 
The doctor is supposed to be able to 
arrest death. 

He, alone, of all trades and profes- 
sions, is forbidden to advertise. He 
is supposed—God bless the mark !-- 
to sit in his little spider parlor to 
catch flies, which refuse to be caught. 
Of late, in Toronto, the profession— 
per Medical Council orders no doubt

shingle. 

“A modest brass plate where no one 
will see it is the “genteel” thing. Doc- 
tors, of course, and their families can 
live on gentility, which makes a shin: } 
ing effort on the street, and can 
starve in the kitchen for all the 
community cares. The doctor's bill is 
the last to be paid, and then it is 
paid grumblingly. 

“Yet, the telephone rings imperi- 
ously at any hour; the doctor’s horse 
goes out—with the doctor—at any old 
hour, to see a woman in a hysteric 
fit, or send a cross baby to sleep, or 
‘fix’ an old woman witha stitch in 
her side, but when the often too mod- 
est. bill goes in, how contemptuously 
it is cast aside, or how angrily it is 
commented upon. 

“Let the doctor wait by all means. 
He is too well off as it is. He has 
neither rent nor taxes nor anything 
to pay. His education cost him lit- 
tle or nothing. Pay the grocer, the 
butcher, even the landlord, but—let 
the doctor wait!’ 

As Kit says, the doctor alone—of 
all trades and professions—is forbid- 
den to advertise. Why; nobody out- 
pee: their own circles know. It,is a 
law made by themselves at some tra- 
ditional period, and will probably lin- 
ger on a long while even in this un- 
age.

Work. This runs in part: 

“The doctor makes no secret of the 
fact that he bases his charges partly 
Jon the service ‘rendered and partly 
on the patient’s ability to pay. The 
well-to-do classes resent this as anh 
injustice; the poorer classes ignore it 
and complain equally loud; the doc- 
tor still insists that the burden of his 
ministry to the suffering poor should 
be shared by the well-to-do. If he 
were to be paid for all—or most—of 
the professional visits he makes, he 
could afford to cut his prices in two; 
but the ethics of his calling demand 
that he respond to every ring. of his 
bell, however, hopeless the prospect 
of compensation. The reputable phy- 
sician who would demand financial 
references before putting his finger on 
the pulse is as rare as the steamboat 
captain who deserts his passengers 
when the ship strikes--and shares the 
same odium. He would be forced out 
of the ranks of any reputable medical 
society in America. That he should 
not patent nor conceal any new ior- 
mula whose merits he discovers; that 
he should give to his profession the 
rights to all instruments he may in- 
vent or improve; that he should leave 
his family or his bed at any hour at 
the call of any man; that he should 
risk his own life and that of his chil- 
dren whenever an epidemic breaks 
out—all this and more is accepted 
by the public as a matter of course.

Private Franchise Abolished and 
Universal Suffrage Intro- 
duced. Recent Elections

The lower house of Parliament is 
practically reconstructed on new lines, 
and ,from now it will consist of 516 
members, of which there will be 233 
Germans, 107 Crechs, &2 Poles, 33 
Ruthenians, 24 Slavendians, 13 Servo- 
Croatians, 19 Italians and 6 Rou- 
manians, 

Sociailsts Included. 


The first preparatory steps for this 
evolution in electorate procedure in 
the Legislature date back to 1896. At 
that time the Austrian lower house 
consisted of 353 members, consisting 
largely of representatives of the great 
land proprietors, the cities and cham- 
bers of commerce. Yielding to in- 
creased pressure of the Socialists or 
Social Democratic party, at that time 
not even represented in the Parlia- 
ment, the lower house decided to in- 
troduce the principle of universal suf- 
frage. A new class of voters repre- 
senting the whole population was 
formed, This class of voters has elect- 
ed since then, on the basis of equal 
and universal suffrage, 72 deputies. 
Accordingly, the house of deputies 
consisted of 426 members. This por- 
ty started an uninterrupted agitation 
among the laboring classes demand- 

# ing abolition of private franchise. The 
political strife lasted nearly ten years 
til last December when the goal of 
universal and equal suffrage was 
reached in the passage by the lower 
house of Parliament, the new uni- 
versal suffrage bill. This grants an 
equal franchise to every male Aus- 
trian over 24 years old, who is able to 
read and write, and who has been 
a resident for at least a year in the 
place where an election is held. 

Universal suffrage deprived the great 
landed proprietors and chambers of 
commerce of privileges. The chief 
difficulty to overcome was how to dis- 
tribute the representation among the 
various Austrian localities and the so- 
lution was found finally by mutual 
concessions between the Germans and 
Czechs in Bohemia. It was arranged 
so that Bohemia shall elect 150 depu- 
ties, of whom 55 shall be Germans. 
The upper house was not inclined to 
accept the bill, the peers demanding 
two votes for all married men over 35 

« Yenrs..ot age... But. the. upper house. 
finally gave way to the universal de- 
sire shared by the emperor, as well as 
by the government and the greater 
part of the population. 

Effected Compromise. 

The decisive hour had arrived for 
the momentous reform when the gov- 

, ernment succeeded in effecting a com- 
promise between the seven nations 
constituting the Austrian part of this 
polyglot empire in regard to the num- 
ber of deputies which the various na- 
tions were to send to the house in 
future. The essential problem of this 
compromise was formed by the ques- 
tion how to secure the respective pos- 

s ition of each nation in the forthcom- 

. ing parliament. An arrangement of 
the election district had to be car- 
ried in order to safeguard the political 
power of the various nations in the 
above described in proportion. Of 
the great political parties which form 
the coming house are to be mention- 
ed the following: German National- 
ist (divided into various factions), the 

‘ Czechs and Slav Nationalists, the 

Agrarian party, the Christian Socialist 

party and the Czech Democratic 


party. 
Liberals Fared Badly. 

Although it is still difficult to pre- 
dict the final outcome of the elections 
judging by. present indications the 
new lower house will have a majority 
composed of Clericals, Agrarians and 
Poles. The German Liberals fared 
badly, particularly in Vienna, where 
they carried only one seat. Herr Von 
Marohett, minister of public instrue- 
a“ tion, who is a German, lost his seat 
and thereupon resigned, and Dr. Von 
Doischatta, minister of railways, a 
German, and Dr. Forscht: and Dr. 
Ptacka, Czechs,have to face re-ballots. 
Herr Schoenrer, leader of the Bis- 
marcian Germans, lost his seat. His 
defeat means pretcely dissolution 
in Aus}yja of the pro-Germanic party 
whose acknowledged aim was the un- 
ion of the German provinces of Aus- 
tria to the German empire. The Chris- 
tian Socialists gained a considerable 
. number of seats but not so many as 
they expected. Mayor Leuger, leader 
y of the Christian Socialists, Prine Lip- 
enstien, another prominent Christian 
Socialist, and Dr. Adler, a well known 


Social Democrat, were elected in Vi- 
baal enna, The defeat everywhere of the 
German Liberals by the Socialists and 
the preference shown in Czech con- 
stituencies for the Socialists were 
striking features of the election. Em- 
peror Francis Joseph was well pleas- 
ed with the result of the elections in

C. P. R. CHANGES. 
New Division to be Created to Handle 
Western Traffic. 

Important changes are about to go 
into effect on the C.P.R. The filling 
up of the western country has meant 
great things for the Canadian Pacific. 
Freight and passenger traffic have 
both increased enormously. It is only 
a few years since only two trains per 
week ran on the Edmonton line, 
which now has a double daily serwce. 
To such a degree has the development 
arrived that the officials have decid- 
ed that it will be necessary to create 
a new district. Heretcfore the work 
from Swift Current, Saskatchewan, to 
Laggan, Alberta, has been handied 
under oné’department, Mr. John Nib- 
lock being the superintendent. The 
change proposed is to make two dis- 
tricts of this route, one extending 
from Swift Current to Calgary, and 
the other from Calgary to Laggan or 
perhaps farther west, Mr. Niblock 
will have charge of the western divi- 
sion. The names of Mr. Chudleigh, 
assistant at Calgary, and of Mr. Laur- 
ens have been connected with the 
new division. Medicine Hat will be 
headquarters of the latter, and Cal- 
gary will be the headquarters for the 
western district.—Calgary News.
